FOUNDER OF THE RED CROSS 


Tomorrow will be celebrated the 


: one hundredth anniversary of the 


birth of Jean Henri Dunant, the 
Swiss philanthropist who founded 
the International Red Cross So- 
ciety. While the centenary will be 
observed by the national organiza- 
tions of the society in all countries, 
the chief celebration will be held 
in Switzerland, of which country 
Dunant was a resident and where 
the International society, maintains 
its headquarters. 


The Red-' Cross 
movement 
re- 


ceived its' first impulse from the 
carnage of Solferino. 
Henri Du- 


nant, living nit the time in Geneva, 
witnessed tKe Bufferings of the sol- 
diers wounded in that battle, and 
returned to his home with an in- 
flexible determination to do every- 
thing in his power to reduce the 
horrors of waiv His first convert 
•was Moynier, a medical associate 
in Geneva, and in the course of 
five years' they succeeded in in- 
ducing the Swiss Government to 
identify itself with 
the 
humane 


policy of neutralizing ambulances 
and hospitals in time of war and 
of protecting everybody under the 
red cross. 


The first convention was held 


In 1864, when the American Union 
was distracted with the horrors of 
civil war and unable to take part 
in the proceedings. 
The second 


convention assempled in 1868, with- 
out American representation, and 
applied the principal of -humane 
treatment of the wounded to mari- 
time 'warfare. The United States 
Government accepted in 1882 the 
obligations of the first convention, 
and adopted during the war with 
Spain two of the most important 
provisions of the second < conven- 
tion; and at the Peace Congress 
of 1899 the American delegates cor- 
dially supported a declaration in 
'favor of the revision 'of the orig- 
inal agreement so as to adapt it to
